The disease is said to 
cinie to those who constantly use the 
telephone, and the "aural repression" is 
made manifest in a variety of wa; B. The 
effect is noticeable pr-ncipally in persons 
of a peculiarly intense nervous organiza- 
tion, who bwome greatly excited, have 
buzzing noises in the ear and suffer 
from giddiness und neuralgic pains. So 
far as the peculiarities of tue new disease 
have been investigated there seems to 
be no pathological remedy for it except 
in treating ihe telephone as the drunk- 
ard mast treat the intoxicating bowl - 
let it entirely alone. Some persons of 
strong nerves will not be affected in the 
least by its use, just as some are not 
affected by the lisa of intoxicants, but 
others- especially women and men of 
weak nerves -will have to use the ittox- 
iciiting wire in exceedingly modtrate 
quantities, and at intervals not too fre- 
quent. It is saft- to be warcpcl in time.
